“Equal rights for Indians,” it is 
said.

The World Alllance for 
Friendship through 
the Churches today announced that 
he had turned over most of his vast 
properties to trustees who will ad- 
minister the revenue for religtous 
and social work, including inter- 
national peace. 

The exact value of the properties 
was not given, but the announce- 
ment said they totaled millions. 
They include the enterprises con- 
ducted by Sir Henry Lunn, Ltd., of 
London. This firm operates a tourist 
business and owns or controls many 
large hotels in Switzerland and 
other parts of Europe. 

The funds accruing from ihe 
businesses will be administered by 
the Lunn Foundation for the benefit 
of the movements which Sir Henry 
has supported during the past ten 
years. He 1s a leader in the church 
unity movement and is now touring 
this country in behalf of that move- 
ment, 


Trust Funds for Family. 


The only property not deeded to 
the trustees of the foundation was 
trust funds created for members of 
his family. Upon death, each bene- 
ficlary’s share will go to the trustee- 
ship. 

Sir Henry, in a letter to a friend 
whom he asked to become a trustee 
of the Lunn Foundation, wrote: 

‘‘T have always held that the head 
of a large business is entitled to a 
reasonable remuneration for his 
work, and that he is trustee for all 
beyond that sum. In a complex civ- 
ilization like ours, where the re- 


wards of commereial success are 
very great, 


the primitive idea of 
tithes has become an anachronism 
and an absurdity and no system of 
proportional governing can satisfy 
the demands of justice, where the 
income is often many times that of 
a prime minister or a president of a 
state. 


Glad to Forget Gains. 


“You will, therefore, understand 
me when I tell you that, prepara- 


tory to the important engagements 


which I have undertaken to fulfill 
on my journey round the world, I 
have definitely decided to divest 
myself of all my property and form 
an incorporated society which will 
provide the necessary funds for con- 
tinuing in the future the publica- 
tion of The Review of the Churches, 
issued to the clergy of all com- 


munions, as it now is at a heavy/ 


loss to support all movements for 
church unity and _ international 
peace, and further other religious 
and social ends. 

“You will appreciate the relief it 
will be to me as I start out to visit 
the leading cities of the United 
States and the capitals of our do- 
minions to know that the\question 
of financial gain from business _de- 
velopments has entirely passed out 
of my life.’’

Peking, Feb. 28 (By A. P.}. 
Gen. Lu Chung-Lin, Peking defense 
commissioner, and Gen. Feng Yu- 
Hsiang’s ablest officer, has taken 
charge of the task of stiffening the 
government's fighting line with con- 
tingents of the first Kuominchun, 
or national people’s army, which 
captured Tientsin. 

Gen. Wu Pei-Fu, who is in per- 
sonal command of the Hupeh 
troops, apparently is making little 
progress northward. He has not 
yet succeeded in capturing Sinyang- 
chow, although he is completely in- 
vesting the city, and trying to 
starve out the Honan force ingide. 

One of the last acts of the dis- 
organized cabinet has been the 
drafting of a mandate ordering the 
civil and military authorities to sup- 
press the anti-Christian activity of 
certain elements of the population. 
The mandate, promulgated tonight, 
says, in part: 

“The Roman Catholic and other 
Christian religions have been al. 
lowed in this country in accordance 
with treaties between China and 
foreign countries, under which 
treaties they must be duly pro- 
tected. After the establishment of 
the republic, freedom in religious 
beliefs was specially given. 

“There are reports, however, of 
anti-Christian propaganda by asso- 
ciations organized for that purpose 
in various: parts of the country. 
These are detrimental to the spirit 
ef toleration hitherto existing in 
China, and they must be sup- 
pressed.”’ 

The mandate evidently is in re- 
sponse to protests from legations, 
particularly the French legation, 
against growing hostility toward 
churches.

Although the United States is 
merely playing the role of interest- 
ed spectator in the present Euro- 
pean political battle over enlarging 
the council of the League of Na- 
tions to offset Germany’s ceming 
influence on that body, it is per- 
missible to say that America sees 
a possible collapse of all the prog- 
ress toward peace and good under- 
standing which resulted from the 
much-advertised Locarno pacts. 

The latest developments are re- 
garded in some quarters, notably 
by members of the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the Senate, as 
ushering in a new epidemic of 
intrigue to supplant the hoped-for 
era of good feeling among the Fu- 
ropean powers. Instead of seeking 
to carry out the work begun at 
Locarno, the powers appear for the 
moment at least to be endeavoring 
in advance to control future activl- 
ties of the League of Nations coun- 
cil in a fashion similar to methods 
used to control in advance a Tam- 
many convention. 

But this is not the worst feature, 
in the view of many here. Under- 
lying the present European plot of- 
ficials here see a deliberate attempt 
to play fast and loose with the 
solemn Locarno pledges and trick 
Germany out of the compact she 
believed she had agreed to enter 
into in accepting the pact, Under 
the terms at Locarno, the treaties 
are to become effective when Ger- 
many joins the league of nations on 
an equality with other nations. <A 
place on the permanent league 
council was assured to Germany 
and the pacts agreed upon with this 
understanding. Nothing was sug- 
gested at Locarno as to any manipu- 
lation of or jockeying with the 
seats on the council so as to make 
Germany’s permanent membership 
abortive. But now that the time 
draws near for the fulfilment of the 
Locarno pledges, Aristide Briand, 
premier of France, looms up as the 
secret leader in a plan to give Po- 
land a permanent seat on the council 
when Germany is admitted and to 
take other steps to enlarge the 


council so that it will be packed in 
advance to carry out France’s po- 
litical ambitions and France's pro- 
gram for continued military domi- 
nance of the European situation.

‘The Chantier is a 3,500-ton lake 
type vessel suitable for deep sea 
cruising and the whole party, in- 
cluding the crew of the ship as well 
as flying personnel, will number 
about 30. A three-engined Fokker

HERBERT HOOVER LEADS 


Search Seeks New Discover- 
ies and Development of 
Nation’s Genius. 


By JOHN EDWIN NEVIN. 

Twenty millions dollars to wring 
from American genius another era 
such as that which brought forth 
the automobile, the airplane, the 
radio and countless other boons— 
that is the starting point of an un- 
dertaking initiated here yesterday 
under the leadership of Herbert 
Hoover. 

It is to be the beginning of a 
vast sum to rescue genius from its 
lagging state, now so well recog- 
nized that American industry as a 
whole is understood to be ready to 
back the project. It is designed 
to provide the leisure for the man 
of science to enable him to plod 
ulong the bypaths that in the past 
have led, often by accident, to great 
fundamental discoveries and inven- 
tions. It is to be an effdrt to re- 
kindle the flame that spurred Amer- 
ican creative instincts during the 
golden decades through which 
many of the present generation 
have lived. But modern conditions 
have so slowed up the progress of 
science that it is now proposed to 
raise almost unlimited sums for the 
mere purpose of creating a new 
great army of gropers in the dark, 
so to speak. 

It. was a routine announcement 
of the ordinary sort that came forth 
from the National Academy of 
Sciences. Mainly, it set forth that 
30 presidents of great American 
universities had found that manv 
factors were tending to stifle funda- 
mental scientific investigation and 
had indorsed the academy’s plan 


for encouraging pure science re- 
search. 


Considered Great Enterprise. 


To the scientific and business 
worlds, however, sométhing of a 
thrill attached to the said state- 
ment. It meant that at last one of 
the most significant enterprises of 
the time, on which Mr. Hoover and 
many other eminent men had been 
working quietly for months, had 
been put under way. 

Some of the names included in 
the trustees of the proposed fund 
alone are suggestive of the signifi- 
cance of the enterprise, for the list 
includes, besides Secretary of Com- 
merce Hoover, Andrew W. Mellon, 
Albert A. Michelson, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago; Charles E. Hughes, 
John W. Davis, Gano Dunn, Vernon 
Kellogg, Elihu Root, Col. Edward 
M. House, Julius Rosenwald, Cam- 
eron Forbes, Felix Warburg, Henry 
S. Pritchett, Robert A. Millikan, 
John C. Merriam, Owen D. Youfkg, 
Henry M. Robinson, Simon Flexner, 
Gen. John J. Carty, William H. 
Welch, James H. Breasted, L. R.

Secretary Hoover regards the un- 
dertaking as the most important de- 
velopment of the generation. 

For a long time, those fathering 
the project have recognized that 
modern teaching, and other burdens 
under which trained scientific in- 
vestigators have been laboring, have 
tended to slacken the progress of 
science in finding truths of far- 
reaching basic value to mankind. 
They have recognized that the uni- 
versity professor, as a rule, has 
found the task of making both ends 
meet for his family and himself a 

eat drawback to his scientific la- 

ors. The growth of industrial re- 

search and the demand of industry 
for determined pursuit of all of 
the possibilities now beckoning to 
science is another factor. The pro- 
posed foundation is to be so man- 
aged that worthy investigators will 
be provided for in such a way that 
they will be free to follow out the 
countless avenues that may !ead to 
inventions or discoveries of un. 
dreamed of importance. 


Accidents Often Valuable. 


One of the striking urges behind 
the enterprise is that growing out 
of the realization that many of the 
greatest discoveries of the past 
were made by accident. Often, 
scientists point out, the investi- 
gator is pursuing some other line 
of research when he. stumbles 
across a formula or contrivance 
that takes its place as a milestone 
in the history of human progress. 
This. applies. particularly to the 
fields of medicine and chemistry, 
but is by no means limited to 
those fields. A long list of dis- 
coveries upon which the _ investi- 
gator has ‘‘just happened’ are 
Often, however, the numer- 
ous byways sounded out by the 
scientist are only blind alleys. But 
the whole field of possibilities 
must be explored, and that’s why 
Mr. Hoover and his associates want 
to. provide American scientists 
with tbe necessary leisure. 

Mr. Hoover has accepted the 
chairmanship of the board of trus- 
tees’ His friends in Washington 
know that all his zeal is behind 
the project. His daily contact 
with the problems of industry, 
with the undeveloped possibilities 
of the radio, with all manner of 
recognized but unexamined fields 
of endeavor, have led him to pitch 
wholeheartedly into the undertak- 
ing, which is baséd not upon a lack 
of skilled investigators but upon 
their lack of opportunity. Many 
of the educators who have com- 
municated with Mr. Hoover have 
told him that this is the» chief 
cause for # condition which 
threatens to “dry up pure science 
research and eventually hamper 
applied science.’’

Besides secretly entering 
into advance arrangements with Po- 
land and powers of the little en- 
tente, he invited Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, the British foreign secre- 
lary, to come to Paris. By the time 
Sir Austen left the British secre- 
tary had made certain promises— 
the exact nature of which are secret 
—and the next question wags to 
align the British government on the 
side of Briand’s views. But here 
the first obstacle has arisen. Brit- 
ish public opinion has’ openly and 
overwhelmingly rebelled against the 
Whole Briand plot.

Hendricks declared that $17,- 
000,000 worth of timber had been 
sold from the Kamath reservation 
in Oregon, and that thousands of 
head of cattle and sheep had been 
grazed on the land.

There is no necessity for an investigation by 
Congress into the’reign of terror in Chicago. 
What is needed is a remedy. 

The weapon. which Congress should employ 
is the registration No doubt the 
immigration service is doing its best to appre- 
hend and deport aliens who 
entered the United States, com- 
mitting crimes, have forfeited the right to re- 
main. But it is extremely difficult to appre- 
hend such criminals. They are smuggled into 
the country, and frequent changes of 
names and residence, assisted by their accom- 
plices, they escape detection. The smuggling 
of aliens into this country is an organized in- 
dustry. The immigration does not 
have a patrol force sufficient to keep guard 
over the frontiers and coasts. Once in the 
country, criminal aliens find it easy to carry 
on their conspiracies of crime. Thefe 
practicable method of identifying them. | 

There is no. valid reason for failing to com- 
pel the registration of aliens. Ninety-eight 
per cent of all aliens are law-abiding and have 
entered the country lawfully. Their rights 
would not be infringed in the slightest degree 
by requiring them to carry identification cards. 
Citizens are required to register for voting 
purposes, and every motor car driver must have 
a card of identification; yet these regulations 
are not deemed to be an infringement of per- 
sonal rights. 

The Secretary of Labor has repeatedly urged 
the enactment alien registration law. 
With such a law in force the immigration au- 
thorities could quickly round up aliens who 
have entered the country unlawfully or who 
are engaged in crime. Every alien could be 
uccounted If he is here unlawfully 
engaged in crime he has no rights which the 
community is bound to If he is here 
lawfully and is law-abiding h tus nothing to 
fear from

law without delay, as a means of combating the 
lawless conditions prevailing 
elsewhere.

FARM LEGISLATION. 

Representatives of several farm 
tions from the middle West, especially the 
corn belt States, will meet in Washington this 
week, to discuss farm legislation in the pres- 
ent session of Congress. From all reports, 
these delegates will appear on the scene deter- 
‘mined to force relief legislation of some sort. 

At the outset it should be borne in mind 
‘that this is not a sectional but a national 
problem; not a political but an economic prob- 
lem. Furthermore, it should be borne in mind 
that the great bulk of legislation by Congress 
never has been or can be purely local or sec- 
tional; it is national, applying the same prin- 
ciples to all sections alike. 

Revenue and tax laws, tariff and all 
laws’ designed to promote the welfare and 
progress of all, have and must have a broad, 
general and national application. Because 
tax and revenue laws, and even tariff laws, 
affect the several sections differently, it does 
not follow that such laws are sectional or that 
they afford special privileges to one class above 
another., No law affects all precisely alike; 
but the principle is universal. * 

When representatives of farm organizations 
come to Congress with the impression that 
Congress is prejudiced, unfair and oppressive 
of a certain class, they assume a wrong posi- 
tion and consequently take an unjustified at- 
titude toward Congress. Every Congress that 
ever legislated has sought the well-being of 
all citizens, as far as lies in human power. 
The present Congress is no exception. Of 
course there aré differences of opinion as the 
best method to pursue. 

In approaching the serious problem to be 
solved, the ground should first be cleszred of 
all rubbish, in order that the bedrock founda- 
tion may be viewed properly. All sectional 
prejudice should be removed, since all sections 
are mutually dependent on one another. If 
this foundation is well defined, a reasonable 
and .proper result may be reached.

RETIRING FEDERAL EMPLOYES. 

[t is sad to relate that the United States 
government is far behind nearly every other 
civilized nation of the world in providing for 
its superannuated employes. Great Britain, 
Germany, Switzerland, Norway, Sweden and 
other nations of the Old World long ago 
adopted the policy of granting civil pensions. 
Germany before the war was further advanced 
than any other nation in this work. It did 
not confine its care of the aged to employes of 
the government, but granted universal old-age 
pensions. Great Britain followed. In nearly 
every instance the civil pension laws of Eu- 
ropean nations are more liberal than that of 
the United States. It was ngt until 1920 that 
Congress enacted a law to retire its civil em- 
ployes on annuities, the maximum of which is 
$720 a year. 

Now. the friends of the government em- 
ployes, led by Senator Stanfield, of Oregon, and 
Representative Lehlbach, of New Jersey, are 
seeking to have. Congress enact legislation 
that will liberalize the present law so as to in- 
crease the maximum annuity to $1,200, based 
on a salary of $1,800, and to permit many 
thousands of employes to retire after 30 years 
of service at a time that will insure them some 
reward for fidelity to duty. Whether this leg- 
islation will be enacted will depend largely 
upon the time the government actuaries make

Under the present law 
there are more than 12,000 retired employes, 
and of those on the retirement roll, 800 died 
in 1924. Sinee the law became effective on 
August 1, 1920, there has been paid out more 
than $23,000,000 in annuities and more than 
$10,000,000 has been paid in refunds.. So far 
the retirement law has not cost the government 
a dollar.

Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 28 (By A 
P.).—A second session of the Fed- 
eral grand jury investigating the 
alleged nation-wide bootleg alcohol 
conspiracy is expected to be called 
soon after the first recesses. The

The grand jury will return, prob- 
ably Thursday, what is claimed to 
be the biggest conspiracy indict- 
ment ever drawn.in this country. 
It will charge more than 100 de- 
fendants with being members of 
the plot and will set forth as many 
overt acts. 


Government officials believe when 
the indictment is returned scores 
of men who have laid back hoping 
for things to blow over, in order 
to save themselves, will make ad- 
missions which will involve at least 
another 100 persons. The plan is 
to have the second grand jury also 
reindict all those named by the 
first, to bring all to trial together. 

In addition, United States Attor- 
ney A. E. Bernsteen hopes to bring 
hundreds of single indictments 
charging violations of the prohibi- 
tion laws, forgery of bills of lading, 
bribery and defrauding the govern- 
ment through false income tax re- 
turns. 

Fifty arrests already have been 
made in the case. More are expect- 
ed before the grand jury concludes 
the first stage of its investigation 
tomorrow or Tuesday.

SENATE DEBATE TODAY 


With prohibition debate expected 
in the Senate today, unusual in- 
terest attaches to the report from 
John A. Whitehead, prohibition 
agent at Philadelphia, that large 
quantities of alcohol are being 
made by bootleggers from vinegar 
by a simple process and at a cost 
of 50 cents a gallon. 

The view of prohibition officials 
here, reinforced by unofficial opin- 
ions of leading chemists, is that 
the Whitehead report will turn out 
to be unsubstantiated. At the 
same time, however, it is admitted 
that new chemical discoveries are 
being made every day. One fore- 
cast in prohibition quarters, and it 
is admittedly only a guess, is that 
bootleggers with whom Mr. White- 
head came in contact obtained 
their alcohol from some brewery 
and used the vinegar story as a 
means of covering up their real 
source of supply. 

But if Mr. Whitehead’s report 
stands the test, there will be un- 
usual developments and some of 
the wet senators and wet members 
of Congress intend to get the 
formula for transferring vinegar 
into alcohol if it is possible to 
obtain it. . There is even some talk 
of printing it in the Congressional 
Record. This would raise the 
question of whether newspapers, 
for example, could reprint the 
formula from the Record without 
violating the law.

COURT DENIES RIGHT 
TO REGULATE PRESS 


Virgin Island Editor Freed on 
Appeal of Sentence in 
Libel Action. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 28 (By A. P.). 
The circuit court of appeals here 
has handed down a decision on the 
appeal of Rothschild Francis, Vir- 
gin island negro editor of the 
Emancipator, who wag fined $100 
and sentenced to 30 days in jail in 
St. Thomas for contempt of court. 

Criticism by Francis in his paper 
of the alleged brutality of police in 
quelling a street brawl in 1924 
brought about his trial and convic- 
tion of libel. He then criticized 
Federal Judge George Washington 
Williams of the Virgin islands court 
and was fined and sentenced to jail 
for contempt.

| PASSAGE OF TAX CUTS 
' WILL STIMULATE TRADE 
Net Profits of 294 Concerns 
Are 30 Per Cent Higher 
Than Previous Year. 


New York, Feb. 28 (By the As- 
sociated Press).—-General declines 
in security and commodity prices 
last week contributed to the pre- 
vailing uncertainty regarding the 
business outlook. In the absence of 
any outstanding adverse news de- 
velopments financial circles viewed 
the reaction as a possible warning 
signal against a further slackening 
of trade, although the weakness of 
the stock market undoubtedly was 
due in part to the correction of 
previous speculative excesses. 

The actual news of the week was 
more favorable than otherwise, but 
most of it had long ago been dis- 
counted. This was unmistakably 
true of the passage of the tax bill. 
Its constructive features were taken 
into account as long ago as last fall, 
so that its final enactment brought 
no response from the markets, 
despite the virtual certainty that 
the reduced assessments will have 
a stimulating influence on general 


Steel Work at High Level. 


While operations in the steel in- 
dustry were maintained at a high 
level, the trade reviews reported 
that shipments were averaging 5 
to 10 per cent more than the com- 
bined tonnage of specifications and 
new orders. Subsidiaries of thé 
United States Steel Corporation ex- 
panded their operations to 90 per 
cent of capacity, the highest rate 
of the year, coincident with the 
observance of the organization’s 
twenty-fifth anniversary. Through- 
out the industry a continued policy 
of close buying was apparent, but 
the situation was helped by the fact 
that current needs are perhaps 
larger than normal. 

Record sales and earnings for 
1925 were reported last week by 
several representative industrial 
corporations, including one of the 
largest automobile companies, a 
leading oil producer and the largest 
tobacco chain store system. Loco- 
motive companies, however, did not 
share so well in last year's general 
prosperity, but have been encour- 
aged by the recent placement of 
large orders.

Many Net Returns Higher. 


A compilation by the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York cover- 
ing the earnings of 294 industrial, 
mercantile and public utility cor- 
porations indicated that their net 
profits in 1925 were about 30 per 
cent larger than in 1924 or 1923. 
The concerns included were suffi- 
ciently representative to warrant 
the conclusion that the year was 
one of very large-profits. Rubber 
companies reported the largest in- 
crease in earnings and the gains for 
the oil and automobile companies 
also were unusually large, although 
automobile production was only 
slightly larger than in 1923. 
Prices of most commodities, in- 
cluding cotton, copper and rubber, 


rather sharp reaction took place in 
rubber, bringing it back near last 


in keeping with their average earn- 
ing capacity over a protracted 
period rather than during the years 
of the fat kind. But there is no 
question of the turn of the oil in- 
dustry toward greater and perhaps 
permanent prosperity, and this mar- 
ket improvement has not in the 
opinion of Wall street appraisers, 
been reflected, except in a very 
small degree, in the current market 
prices of the securities which repre- 
sent the equities of the going con- 
cerns.

Foreign and domestic demand for 
copper is showing a steady im- 
provement and with the restoration 
of more normal conditions abroad, 
this bettering thereof will assume 
a hastening pace. Price stabiliza- 
tion, which has been a source of 
continued concern to producers will, 
with the signing of an international 
agreement of the distributors to sell 
only to consumers direct, become 
easy of achievement, since it will 
do away with the London specula- 
tor, who has been for many years a 
disturbing agency in the industry.

And as to the claim of the rails 
upon popular favor there is grow- 
ing evidence of its legitimacy, 
though they are not as yet earning 
what many commentators consider 
a fair return.

rates and a sharp reaction ih stock 
prices accounted for last week’s 


dwindling interest in.the bond 
market. Prices drifted aimlessly 
within a narrow trading area, with 
investors showing no desire to ac- 
cumlate bonds in view of the at- 
tractive variety of new offerings, 
which exceeded $103,000,000. 

Fears were expressed in certain 
quarters that the continued heavy 
volume of new financing, which has 
averaged about $100,000,000 week- 
ly so far this year, might place too 
great a strain onthe market. With 
one or two exceptions, however, all 
issues have been promptly over- 
subscribed and the ogy effect has 
been a moderate slackening of ac- 
tivity in listed bonds. 

Foreign business again forged 
into prominence last week after be- 
ing subordinated to the pressing 
needs of domestic enterprises. The 
three major bond offerings of the 
week were in this field, including 
$40,000,000 for the Canadian gov- 
ernment, $20,000,000 for’ the 
Italian public utility credit insti- 
tute and $15,000,000 for the 
consolidated municipalities of Ger- 
many. 

Passage of the Belgian financial 
reestablishment bill also brought 
nearer the flotation of the $150,- 
000,000 international loan _ for 
Belgium, the major portion ef 
which is scheduled for the Ameri- 
can market. Final negotiations 
have not been entered into, but the 
groundwork for the financing was 
laid last fall when large credits 
were advanced to assist Belgium in 
the improvement of her monetary 
position. 

The country’s finances are now 
understood to be in shape to war- 
rant the issue of a long-term loan, 
which is expected in the market 
within the next three weeks. 
The sustained strength of govern- 
ment securities, some of which have 
advanced 1 per cent since the first 
of the year, led liberty bond experts 
to the conclusion that the March 


' Treasury might take the form of a 


financiug by the United States 


long-term loan on a 3% per cent 
basis, which would coincide with 
the current yield of Treasury 43. 

In discussing the market outlook 
for these issues, C. F. Childs & Co., 
specialists in government obliga- 
tions, said that as speculative in- 
stincts were toned down and a more 
conservative attitude prompted pok- 
sessors of last year’s’ business 
profits to transfer them safely to 
sound bonds there would probably 
be a pe@istent demand for more of 
these securities than the market 
could supply. 

While liberty bonds maintained a 
firm tone last week, other invest- 
ment securities worked gradually to 
lower levels. Losses, for the most 
part, were fractional and. were due 
more to lagging buying interest 
than to concerted selling pressure. 
Some of the speculative railroad 
liens, such as Chicago and Alton 
31%8s, were strengthened by _ re- 
organization prospects.

IN DANGER AS DAYS | 
OF SESSION LESSEN 


Only One of 7 Preseaale Has) 
Passed; Four “District 
Days” Are Left. 


CONDEMNATION BILL 
HAS LONG War TO GO 


Commissioners’ - Request for 
Clarification of Powers 
Still Awaits Action. 


Despite the optimistic predic- 
tions to the contrary, the District 
will do well to get its budget out of 
the present session of Congress. 

Of the approximately 75 bills in- 
troduced on every conceivable civic 
ailment, only one, the Rock Creek 
Potomac parkway measure, has 
passed both houses and it has hit a 


This, of course, does not take in the 
bill which made the Saturday after 
a Christmas a legal holiday here 
and which is now of no affect. 
With Congress bent upon going 


home about May 1, there are only 
four more District days in the 
House. The Senate can take up a 
bill any time it wants to but the 
many influences bearing on the con- 
sideration of local legislation in 
that body places it in little different 
category than the House. 


Important Bills Late. 


Legislation which the District 
commissioners held to be the most 
important has not even been started 
on its legislative way. One of these 
measures would clarify their au- 
thority in the condemnation of 
property for street widening pur- 
poses, They have been badly handi- 
capped, they contend, by having to 
go into court and prove that the 
benefits accruing from the street 
change would be twice as much as 
the damage sustained by the prop- 
erty owner whose property stood in 
the way. It is a hard thing to prove 
in court and their measure to 
remedy the situation has not been 
considered even by subcommittee. 

Their bill for a new recorder of 
deeds building will ¢ome up on the 
floor next Monday, but then it has 
such a long way to go. Their bill 
for increased powers rests in the 
legislative waste basket. The mo- 
mentum which attended proposed 
modification of the Borland law to 
the end that abutting property own- 
ers would not be assessed for the 
resurfacing of streets, seems to have 
dissipated. Chairman Zihlman, of 
the House District committee, who 
is beset with a landslide of District 
bills, wants to introduce a bill on 
this subject as soon as he can get 
his head above water, so to speak. 

Nothing tangible has yet been 
started on probably the most im- 
portant piece of local legislation— 
that relating to the public utilities 
commission. The House committee 
is reluctant to let this question go 
as yet, confident that somewhere 
it is going to find a “root of all 
evil.”” It has virtually decided to 
recommend the creation of a new 
commission, one that will entirely 
relieve the commissioners of this 
work. But it is a controversial sub- 
ject and one that will move slowly 
through both houses when a defi- 
nite plan has been formulated. 


Bathing Be&ch Resting. 


Mr. Zihlman’s bill to construct 
two bathing beaches at a cost not 
to exceed $350,000 is resting quite 
comfortably in Senate committee. 
It is considered quite important 
hereabouts, There is no disposi- 
tion to overlook it, but the con- 
templated short session is crowding 
the senators. When they try to 
give committee consideration to lo- 
cal bills they are interrupted by 
Senate calls on the matters which 
have agitated that body so far. 

The local social welfare program 
might seem to be in good,shape at 
first glance, but a closer analysis 


For example, the House has passed 
the mothers’ pensions bill and one 
bringing nonsupport cases within 
the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
court. It will consider the bill to 
establish a welfare board Monday. 
Neither House nor Senate commit- 
tee has definitely acted upon the 
bill to give chancery court status 
to the juvenile court. 


Capper is Active. 


Senator Capper, chairman of the 
Senate District committee, who, 
despite his multiple other worries, 
has District bills at his finger tips, 
has a faculty of ironing out all 
disagreement on a bill before it 
reaches the floor. 

He has the pensions bill and the 
welfare bill on the calendar now. 
It is probable that out of the next 
committee meeting he will get 
several other measures ready for 
the calendar. The Senate could 
come to them all in acting on calen- 
dar business some day and pass 
them all in a 30-minute sweep. But

EQUAL RIGHTS foal 


Mrs. Nareey W. W. Wiley, Ardent 
Feminist, and William S. 
Torbert in Race. 


TORBERT IS OPPOSED 


TO ALL WOMEN’ S MOVES 
Entire Election to Be Based on 
Personalities Rather Than 
Real Issues. 


The issue of equal rights for men 
and women has been _ injected 
squarely into the campaign for elec- 
tion to the citizens’ advisory coun- 
cil. This developed yesterday when 
David Babp, secretary of the Fed- 
eration of Citizens associations, re- 
ceived certification of the nomina- 
tion of Mrs. Harvey W. Wiley by 
the Kalorama Citizens association 
and of William S. Tolbert by the 
Rhode Island Avenue Citizens as- 
sociation, 

Mrs. Wiley is an ardent feminist 
and a member of the National Wo- 


man’s Party. Mr. Torbert, at pres- 
ent a member of the council and 


candidate for reelection, is a mili- 
tant masculinist. He has vigorous- 
ly opposed District bills for equal 
rights for women with men in the 
descent of property and in connec- 


tion with jury service. The coun- 
cil voted him down in each in- 
stance. 

While he and Mrs. Wiley can not 
be said to be running against each 
other, still it is expected that the 
attitude of each will be made use of 
in the canvass for votes. Both 
might be elected, in which case 
spirited debates may take place if 
women’s bills come before the body 
in the future. 


Fight to Be Personal. 


Interested observers say that 
there is no visible prospect of any 
other issue being made in the con- 
test and that it may devolve into a 
repetition of the last election in be- 
ing a race for votes on the score of 
personal popularity among the dele- 
gates to the federation, who are the 
only ones who vote for council 
members. 

There was for a time some prom- 
ise of the raising of an issue on 
which to decide the campaign in- 
stead of personalities when criti- 
cism of the council’s method of pro- 
cedure was voiced by Charles A. 
Baker, one of its members. He said 
objections were current that the 
council was not giving sufficient 
consideration .to the measures it 
voted on; that hearings were not 
being held. to ascertain what people 
think of pending measures, and that 
in the few cases when there were 
hearings, as in the case of the po- 
licewoman’s bill, only one side was 
heard. 
He has, however, withdrawn 
from the campaign for reelection 
since voicing that complaint, saying 
that the council has departed from 
its original purpose, which was to 
advise the-commissioners. It has 
since been called upon to report di- 
rectly to Congress on pending Dis- 
trict bills. 
Critics of the council have cited 
the proposed traffic act amend- 
ments as an example of superficial 
work on the part of the council. 
Several of the proposed amend- 
ments provided for heavier penal- 
ties for serious traffic offenses, 
when repeated, such as. driving 
while intoxicated, reckless driving, 
leaving after colliding and speed- 
ing. 

Heavy Fines Sought. 


Director Eldridge has made an 
effort to have heavy fines compul- 
sorily imposed for second and third 
offenses. In discussing the amend- 
ments, the point -was made that the 
heavy penalties for second and third 
convictions could not become opera- 
tive if there were no first convic- 
tions, and the complaint was made 
that many persons charged with 
these offenses for a first time were 
being dismissed and not convicted. 

The judges of the traffic .court 
and Director’ Eldridge came to the 
conclusion that minimum fines for 
first offenses were too high. That, 
especially when there were extenu- 
ating circumstances, judges would 
willingly impose a@ nominal fine, but 
would dismiss cases rather than fine 
heavily. 

As a means of making heavy 
fines for repeated offenses more ef- 
fective, the minimum penalties for 
first offenses were removed. 

When the amendments came up 
for consideration in the council, Dr. 
George C. Havenner, reporting as a 
committee of one, recommended 
that minimum fines for first of- 
fenses be restored and the council 
adopted his recommendation. There 
was no discussion. of the principle 
involved and Director Eldridge 
later said that no member of the 
council had asked him for advice, 
nor why it was sought to abolish 
the first offense minimum penal- 
ties. 


this procedure which would seera to 
augur well for their passuge, really 
works against important local 
measures when the short time left 
is considered. For when the senate 
is crowded with the more important 
matters of state, it does not want to 
set aside or devote any time to the 
consideration of local bills. Therc- 
fore, to be passed at all they must 
be passed in one of those calendar 
sweeps. Now to prevent a District 
measure getting in the sweep a dis- 
senting voice has only to prime one 
senator. He,in turn asks that the 
bill. not be considered unless he is 
on the floor. A senator made this 
request in connection with the wei- 
fare bill. As a result it has been 
passed over four times in calendar 
consideration.

Conspicuous deeds already ac- 


brated and further efforts to” in- 
vade important fields of work were 
urged at a dinner given by the Na- 
tional Woman’s Party at the May- 
flower hotel last night in honor of 
Miss Jessie Dell, recently appointed 
civil sérvice commissioner. It was 
decided to start a nation-wide cam-, 
paign to secure election and ap-" 
pointment of women to public of- 
fice. 

More than 500 persons attended 
the dinner and listened to speeches 
by women of many professions and 
vocationg. Five thousand dollars 
were subscribed to initiate the cam- 
paign. Miss Mabel Vernon and 
Miss Margaret Whittemore will 
leave today on a tour to induce 
women to become candidates in this 
year’s congressional elections. 

Mrs. Edith Hooker, of Baltimore, 
toastmistress, sounded the keynote 
of the evening, when she said, be- 
fore introducing the other speak- 
ers: 


Says Movement Real. 


“The movement to give women a 
chance to develop their ability to 
serve is no longer a gesture, but a 


reality. You are witnessing a dem- 
onstration of the fact that women 
have passed beyond the theoretical 
to the practical stage in the fem- 
inist movement.”’ 

Miss Dell, a native of Georgia, 
said the President, in appointing 
her, had honored not her, but the 
civilian service of the government. 

‘‘T have never been able to under- 
stand,’’ she said, ‘“‘the discrimina- 
tion against the civilian branch of 
the government in favor of the army 
and the navy. The two armed 
branches depend largely for their 
success on the civil service, yet, 
following the war, no distinguished 
service medals were awarded to the 
nonmilitary employes who gave 
loyally of their energy. 

“This recognition has, however, 
at last been accorded by President 
Coolidge.”’

| Congressional Country Club 
Road to Be Reorganized 
in Few Months. 


| Plans for a new motor bus line 
composed of lines now running in 
the District, Maryland and Virginia, 
were announced last night by Leon 
Arnold. former president of the 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. 

Mr. Arnold recently purchased 
the Georgetown, Cherrydale, Ball- 
ston and Clarendon line, and yes- 
terday took over the ownership of 
the bus line that runs from the Con- 
gressional library to the Con- 
gressional Country club. The lines 
will be combined and operated un- 
der the name of the Washington. 
Maryland & Virginia Coach Co., Mr. 
Arnold said last night. 

The Congressional Country club 
line will be reorganized and addi- 
tional busses added in the course 
of a few months, according to Mr. 
Arnold. ‘The bus at present makes 
four trips daily to the Congressional 
Country club, stopping at Leland 
and Battery Park. Mr. Arnold has 
secured permission to pick up pas- 
sengers en route in Maryland, which 
was prohibited before. 


Shorter Runs Possible. 


While the present schedule to 
the country club would appear to be 
adequate at present, it is possible 

at runs will be made at shorter 
periods to Battery Park and Leland 
within a short time, Mr, Arnold 
said last night. The line was 
bought outright and will be oper- 
ated by a company of which he 
will have absolute control, he said. 

Speaking of the Virginia line, 
Mr. Arnold stated that he expected 
to take over its operation on Thurs- 
day, although there are a number 
of minor details to be worked out. 
among which is the operation of a 
connecting link between Ballston 
and Cherrydale. 

The class of equipment used on 
the line will largely depend on the 
support and cooperation given by 
the citizens of Arlington county, ac- 
cording to Mr. Arnold. He said 
last night: “If the citizens of Ar- 
lington county will support me, they 
will have a line operating through 
the county equal to that of the 
Sixteenth street line with' the same 
class of buses. The question of 
extending through the heart of the 
city is still undeterminedgand will 
largely depend on the character of 
service the people of the county are 
willing to pay for. My plan is to 
put on a bus service equal to any 
in this section.”’
